It has been the custom for some time to'criticise spelling as taught 
in our schools. One can find frequently in the daily |)apers articles 
lamenting the fact that the boys and girls of today can not spell as 
their fathers and mothers could a generation ago. Notwithstanding 
the vast improvement in teaching this branch in recent years, criticism 
still continues. There was a time when many reputable school men 
thought that spelling could be taught incidentally, or in connection 
with the other branches, and not as a separate study. Happily this 
time has passed. The best teachers are now, and have been for some 
time, insisting on more drill in spelling. The publishers believe that 
the average boy or girl of today can spell as well as the average boy or 
girl of a generation ago; that the average boy or girl who has finished 
the eighth grade can spell as well as the average parent of today. Note 
the word average. 

It is unnecessary that any one learn to spell a great many exceed- 
ingly difficult words. One should be able to spell the words of general 
business application, and those in common use among intelligent people. 

It is the aim of this book to present, in the main, common words, 
most of which have some orthographic difficulty. In the classified 
lists a few words will be found that need no attention from the student 
of average ability. In studying these lists, as indeed in the study of 
any spelling lesson, time should be spent only on the words of which 
one is not sure. The student should check words he knows he can 
spell, and study the rest. 

Following are a few suggestions which we hope will be of value 
to both teacher and pupil: 

Devote some time to spelling aloud by sound. A pupil may know 
how to mark diacritically every word in this book and yet not know 
the sounds of the letters, or how to use the dictionary to learn pronun- 
ciation. The sound must be associated with the sign. 

Cultivate the dictionary habit. The teacher should see that the 
student not only knows how to use the dictionary, but that he does use 
it. To this end five or more of the unmarked words from each lesson 
may be assigned to be marked, defined, and used in sentences. 

Only sufficient time should be spent on the rules of spelling to 
learn those most common. Spelling can not be learned by rule. The 
only way is to drill and review, and to keep on drilling and reviewing, 
always keeping in mind that it is the words one does not know how to 
spell, or those he has missed in the daily lesson, that need to be studied. 

The definitions in this text are necessarily brief, and in some cases 
may not be sufficiently complete to bring out the full meaning of the 
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word defined. It is suggested that each word be used in a good, clear 
sentence — a sentence that will illustrate its meaning. 

In learning to spells words should be seen as in ordinary reading. 
The words -in this book are unmarked, and should be studied unmarked 
for drill in spelling. The repetition of ten marked words from each 
lesson affords sufficient material for diacritical work. 

Good teachers teach both written and oral spelling. For written 
lessons a bound spelling blank should be used in order that lists of 
misspelled words may be preserved for reviews, and as an incentive to 
neatness. Considerable interest can be aroused in oral spelling by 
spelling down frequently. Contests may also be held in \yritten spelling. 

Many teachers consider it a good plan to have missed words re- 
written several times. There is probably no objection to this if it is 
not carried to excess. If too much re- writing is required a dislike for 
spelling is apt to grow. No word should be rewritten more than four 
or five times. Indeed, is it not wiser to write the misspelled words 
once, study them, then write them again from memory, not seeing 
the previous written form? Lists of missed words may be preserved in 
the spelling blank, and these words used for frequent review lessons. 

The school might keep a small medal, to be worn each week by the 
student having the highest average, the one making most rapid im- 
provement or the one doing perfect wofk. Inexpensive prizes, such as 
a dozen name cards, a pen holder, pen wiper, eraser, paper weight or 
reward button may be given for a certain degree of proficiency. 

Many excellent teachers keep a record of misspelled words in 
various classes other than spelling, and make use of these words for 
drill work. To secure the best results by this method, each student 
should be drilled on the word he himself has missed. 

Careless spelling should not be accepted in any manuscript. It 
does very little good to check misspelled words and hand back the 
papers. Incorrect spelling should be marked plainly, and the paper 
containing the improper forms should be rewritten and again submitted 
to the teacher. This is especially true of English and Letter Writing. 

Carelessness should be frowned upon. The teacher should pro- 
nounce clearly and distinctly. In oral spelling the pupil should pro- 
nounce before spelling. 

The live teacher will use various plans and devices to create inter- 
est, and to assist the student in learning to spell difficult words. One 
teacher taught the word separate by writing it on the board, the first 
a being written with red chalk. Let reviews be frequent. Emphasize 
them.

26. The standard for the correct pronunciation and 
spelling of English words is obtained by studying the usage 
of the best speakers and writers. 
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In America, the following standard dictionaries are in general use : 
Webster's. Worcester's, The Centnry, The Standard. In the case of 
most worcis, these authorities agree. There is no absolute authority in 
the matter of spelling and pronimciation, except in case of words up- 
on which all authorities agree. 

27, As there are more elementary sounds than there are 
letters, it follows that some letters are employed to represent 
more than one soimd. Sounds represented by more than 
one letter are indicated by attaching to the letter certain 
conventional characters called diacritical marks. 

It is often convenient to use these marks to indicate the 
correct prontmciation of words, and they are so used in all 
dictionaries. Whoever would learn to use the dictionary in 
ascertaining the correct pronunciation of words, must leam 

to know the diacritical marks and their significance. 

The macron (-) is used to distinguish the long sound of vowels 
and e like a long. It is also used to show certain consonant sotinds. 

The breye CI is used to mark the short sound of vowels. 

The diaeresis. (") when used as a diacritical mark, is best called 
two dots. When placed over the second of two vowels coming together, 
it indicates that they belong in separate syllables. 

^ The circumflex (a) is used to mark o like broad a, and to distin- , 
guish certain soimds of a and u before r. 

The semi-diaeresis (') is used to mark certain sounds of a, o and u. 

The tilde (") shows sounds of e and i before r. 

The cedilla (,) marks soft sound of c. 

The suspended bar ( -^) marks s like z and x like egs. 

The dot and bar (->- ) shows the long sound of vowels in unaccented 
syllables.

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29, Silent Letters.— Many written words contain letters 
for which there are no corresponding sounds in the spoken 
word. Thus in the spoken word though, there are but two 
sounds, th and 6; w, g, and fe, are silent. Point out the silent 
letters in the following words:

30. A Syllable is a word or a part' of a word that is 
uttered by a single impulse of the voice. 

Example. — Con tent ment (three syllables), walk ing (two 
syllables), through (one syllable). 

31. Written words are not often separated into syllables; 
but to facilitate study or to illustrate pronunciation, this is 
sometimes done. 

32. In printing and in writing, there is sometimes not 
room at the end of the line for the whole of a word; in this 
case one or more syllables are written, and the remaining 
syllables placed on the next line. When this is done, the 
division of the word at the end of the line should be marked 
by a hyphen (-). The correct division of words itito syllables 
is given in dictionaries and spellers, and this division should 
always be observed when it is necessary to divide a word at 
the end of a line. It is best to avoid such division of words 
if possible. It is better in writing letters to begin the word on 
the next line below. 

33. Accent consists in pronouncing some of the syllables 
of a word with more force than others. Accent is usually an 
important element in the pronunciation of a word. Accent is 
indicated by the accent mark (') and is placed above and to 
the right of the syllable accented.

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36. Spelling Rules and Word Groups. Except to a 
very limited extent, the spelling of Englfsh words is not and 
has never been regulated by fixed rules. Our orthography is 
mainly arbitrary and inconsistent, and it has undergone and is 
yet undergoing many changes. Still, there ate some general and 
quite permanent facts about spelling, and a knowledge of these 
will prove of much service to the student. We include the 
more important of these facts in the following lessons.

36. A Primitive Word is a word that is not derived 
from any other word. 

Examples. — Book, write, form, 

37. A Deriyative is a word that is derived, or formed, 
from a primitive word.

Connectiveletters are letters used to assist pronunciation 
in taking affixes. (The connective is never a part of the affis?^) , 

42. Word Analysis. In arriving at the exact meanin 
of a word, it is often desirable to analyze it, or resolve it int 
its elements of root, prefixes and suffixes, and to ascertain the 
planing of them.

The key alphabet given below was adopted by the Depart- 
ment of Superintendence of the National Education Associa- 
tion, February, 24, 1911, at its meeting in Mobile, Ala. 

The formation of this key alphabet was undertaken at the 
instance of that Department, arid is the result of many year^ 
of labor and deliberation by committees of that body, of the 
American Philological Association, and of the Modem Lan- 
guage Association. The Joint Committee of these three 
societies took as the basis of the alphabet the scheme of the orig- 
inal Roman vowel-values which was proposed in the American 
Philological Association in 1877 by a committee of its five most 
distinguished members, with Prof. W. D. Whitney as their chair- 
man, a scheme which scientific philologists have since accepted 
the world over. In this scheme the letters a, e,i,o,u denote the 
long sounds heard in palm, eight, marine, note, rule. This basic 
principle is adopted by the American Dialect Society, the 
English Dialect Dictionary, the Standard Dictionary, and in 
the key for pronunciation of the Oxford Dictionary, and is 
used by other authorities, as the United States Board on Geo- 
graphic Names, and the Royal Geographic Society of England. 

The adoption of this key by the leading educators who 
constitute the Department of Superintendence of the National 
Education Association was based on the unanimous recom- 
mendation of its committee, which for seven years had had 
the subject under considex-ation, consisting finally of E. O. Vails, 
Chairman, of Oak Park, 111.; Dr. Thomas M. Balliet, of New 
York University; President Homer H. Seerley, of the Iowa 
State Teachers* College; Dr. Melvil Dewey, ex-Librarian of 
the State ot New York, and Dr. William H. Maxwell, Super- 
intendent of Schools, New York City.

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Rules for Simplification. 

The following are the rules under which the simplifications 
containd in the list are groupt. They are condenst from the cir- 
culars mentiond, and are arranged in the alfabetic order of the 
letter or letters, or the suffix, affected. 

'Rule* here means simply a recommendation that applies 
to a number of words having the same irregularity of spelling. 
To facilitate acceptance it was deemd expedient in some cases 
to restrict the rule to a limited number of the words in the 
class. Any one who chooses to extend the rule at once to all 
the words of a given class is of course free to do so. 

After each rule is given a list, either of all the words 
affected (if they are not many), or of all the words mentiond 
in the original rule, or of a few examples of the large number 
coverd by the rule. In the latter case "Ex." ('Examples') is 
prefixt, and "etc.*' is added. If the official recommendation 
applies to all words containing the letter, sequence of letters, 
or suffix, affected, in the pronunciation indicated, the word 
RULE is printed in capitals. For some small classes and for 
isolated amendments no nde is here given.

31. -re after 1 or r. RULE: Omit -e. Ex.: Delv, shelv, 
M*elv, selvs, carv, curv, nerv, serv, deserv, reserv, starv, etc. 

There are, at the time this book is published, about three 
thousand three hundred words, to which the simplified spelling 
has been applied. An additional list is also being prepared. 
These words are now found authorized in the New Webster's 
International Dictionary and in the Twentieth Century Stan- 
dard Dictionary. The New Standard will have many more. 

The revised word list is too long to be included in this 
book, but a pamphlet containing the complete list may be 
obtained from the Simplified Spelling Board, Madison Avenue,
